Only fourteen 
short months ago he married, and now a 
widow and a little baby boy are left to mourn 
for his death, as well as his father, -mother, 
and sister. 

When the call for troops was issued he 
was one of the first to respond, and on May 
5 he became a member of Company BE, 
Eighth Regiment, and went to Chicka- 
mauga. 

From Chickamauga he wrote back that 
he was starved, as was every man of the 
regiment. 

“The water,” he wrote, “is not fit to 
Grink. We have to go two miles for it, and 
by the time we get back with it no one can 
drink it.’’ 

“There is nothing here fit to eat)” he 
wrote home in his last letter, “‘and the 
scenes of suffering are something fearful. 
Men. are prostrated on every side. The 
fever seems to be attacking all the boys. 

“Iam afraid that when I go home it will 
be in a wooden jacket, as so many more 
are doing. 

“For God’s sake, do not say that I com- 
plained. If the word ever got back here 
that I had written in such a manner my 
life would be made a hell. Send us some- 
thing to eat. What wouldn’t I give fora 
square meal.” 4

Hero Sick from Starvation. 


Robert Gordon Everett, 
months past 17 years of age, yet one of the 
heroes of San Juan, was brought back to his 
mother’s arms today from Montauk sick 
unto death from lack of food. : 

At the Long Island railroad station he was 
carried to a carriage and was driven to the 
home of his mother, Mrs. De Volney Everett, 
at One Hundred and Twenty-fourth street 
and Madison avenue. 

Mrs. Everett is a sister of Flora Adams 
Darling, one of the founders of the Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution, and of John Quincy 
Adams, one of the leading officers of the 
Founders and Patriots of America and of 
the Sons of the Revolution. eM.’ 

Young Everett enlisted in the Second New 
York Battery, but, finding that it was not 
going to the war, he, with his cousin, Francis 
A. Adams, procured a release. Then he en- 
listed in the Seventy-first Regiment and 
went to the front. 

Everett escaped death in Cuba both from 
Mauser bullets and from fever. In fact he 
was not sick at all. 

He came back to Montauk Point with the 
Seventy-first Regiment. He began to fail 
on the voyage from lack of proper food. He 
had already decreased in weight from 165 to 
120 pounds through hard rations. 

At Montauk Point the game was as hard. 
He finally became so weak that he could 
scarcely walk. He weighed but a fraction 
over 100 pounds when he applied for a fur- 
lough. | 

It was finally granted when the boy’s 
father, Mr. De Volney Everett, arrived at 
Montauk Point and asked permission.to take

“Camp George H. Thomas, Aug. 27.—To | 


the Adjutant General, Camp Thomas—Sir: 
I have the honor to report that the ¢ondi- 
tions now prevalent here appear to call for 
the immediate abandonment of this camp. 
Since July 25 the sick report here has in- 
creased from week to week, as follows: 


“This last figure does not include over 
1,300° men fuPloughed for sickness since 
July 25, and 291 discharged. 

‘The strength of the command is now 
about 48,000. An inspection of these figures 
will show that the number of sick men in 
this camp increases each week by one- 
fourth. At this rate of progression the sick 
will soon reach a number which, with pres- 
ent facilities, it will be impracticable to 
handle. 

*“ The causes of this undue rate of sickness, 
in my opinion, are as follows: 

‘‘ This park, I think it can be shown, is not 
fittéa to be a camping place for troops. 

‘‘ First—The park is mainly a forest, with 
occasional openings only. These openings 
afford a limited space for the exercises of the 
troops, grand maneuvers being almost out of 
the question. To preserve these open spaces 
for drills, etc., seemed to necessitate that the 
troops should camp in the woods. 

‘‘Such camps are not healthy. Being 
largely in the shade the tents and ground 
around them remain damp. The salutary 
action of sunlight on germ organization is 
shut off, the free movement of air, which 
would otherwise assist in the drying process, 
is prevented. The rule in the regular army 
has been always, if possible, to camp in 
ground exposed to the sun. 

“This rule was adhered to by the regular 
troops when they were concentrated here 
this spring, but when the volunteers came 
the necessity of preserving drill grounds, the 
number of troops, and also the fact that the 
open epaces had already been largely used 
for camps for regulars, prevented the 
example of the regulars from being fol- 
lowed. 

The soil is not adaptedto camping. It is, 
as a rule, hard, tenacious clay. Such soil 
does not absorb slops, dirty water, and 
grease, which it is impossible to keep from 
the ground in a closely packed camp, and 
they are not carried into the lower stnata 
by subsequent rains, but are confined to 
the thin layer of mold, one or two inches 
thick, which Hes.on the surface, 

* This surface layer, in consequence, in a 
short time becomes thoroughly infected, 
breeding disease. In heavy rains the area 
of the ground is enlarged. Especially isthis 
the case with the ground in the neighbor- 
hood of the various dumps, or places In the 
neighborhood of camps where refuse is 
thrown, which must Decome, over a large 
area, soaked witha solution of rotting refuse 
of all kinds. 

** Owing to the great number of camps and 
of dumps, which are usually placed 100 or 
more yards. from the camps, a large area 
of the park is now impregnated from this 
cause alone, and much of # is rendered 
noisome from the foul odors resulting.

The Fifth Tilinois and the Eighth Massa- 
chusct(s surgeons say they do not care to 
give out the names of the sick because it will 
cause relatives and friends to write making 
inquiries, and they have not the time to an- 
swer letters or telegrams. The Fifth Iili- 
nois has sixty-four sick tonight—seventeen 
in the division hospital and forty-seven in 
quarters. 

As predicted by Chief Surgeon Griffith of 
General Sanger’s staff, when he arrived here 
two weeks ago to inspect the new camp site, 
hundreds of the soldiers came here sick from 
Chickamauga: He declared then that the 
men were so full of malaria and typhoid 
germs that there would be need for a large 
division hospital before the new camp was 
fairly established. Accordingly he went to 
work on the hospital, and although some 
officers thought he was too pessimistic he 
prepared 300 cots. Only two-thirds of the 
division has arrived and yet nearly every one 
of the cots has a patient tonight. 

The Twelfth Minnesota has 200 sick men in 
quarters and other regiments have a number 
who have not been sent to the division hos- 
pital; so that it would be safe to say there ure 
in the neighborhood of 500 out of the 10,000 
men arriving here this week who are sick. 
Acting Surgeon Rutherford of the Kighth 
Massachusetts says that 90 per cent of these 
were ill when they got on the cars at Chat- 
tanooga to come here. They did not relish 
the idea of being left behind and they actu- 
ally came when they were able to travel. 

When the Ninth Pennsylvania arrived at 
Camp Hamilton this morning ten of its men 
had to be taken off the cars, as they were so 
weak they could not stand. 

Springfield, Ill., Aug. 27.—In answer to an 
inquiry from Secretary Wines of the Illinois 
Army and Navy league regarding the condi- 
tion of hospital service at Camp Thomas, 
Chickamauga Park, Ga., the following tele- 
gram was received tonight from Colonel Cul- 
ver, commanding the Fifth Illinois Infantry: 
“Camp Miles, Lexington, Ky., Aug. 25.— 
Fred H. Wines, Springfield, Ill.: We left 
probably fifty sick in hospital at Old Point 
Comfort; probably thirty at Chickamauga 
At Old Point Comfort there is an excellent 
hospital, well administered, with competent 
surgeons. I have no care about treatment 
of sick there. As to Chickamauga, I have 
been too long away to know the conditions 
existing there now. The hospital service was 
unsatisfactory when we werethere. I think 
the press reports are largely sensational, but 
deem it well for you to look after our people 
at Chickamauga.

Walter Camp, in Reviewing the Work 
of the Rulemakers, Says the Devel- 
opment This Fall May Be Along the 


More Men Are Used in the Interfer- 
ence—Characteristics of the Game 
Remain Unaltered. 


ee York, Aug. 27.—[Special. ]}—The foot- 
ball rules for 1899, as revised po!

Walter Camp, chairman of the committee, 
explains in the infroduction to the rules just 
why certain changes were made and why 
others were ae No change was made un- 
less the committee voted unanimously for 
it.

Many important features of the rules hav 
been emphasized by footnotes, and as thebe 
notes are by the committee they are as bind- 
ing as the rules.

acteristics. It is possible that there may be 
a still further advance along the line. of 
concentrated plays where as many as five 
men succeed in getting into the interfer- 
ence. There will be the same progress as for 
the last five years tn the better direction of 
punting, and good ends will make this espe- 
cially valuable. 

“It is doubtful if individual running will 
make any appreciable advance, but develop- 
ment of special positions wfll continue, espe- 
that of tackle and guard.” 

Two important changes that will puta 
stop to much unnecessary wrangling are 
those relating to the ball. It is ruled that 
“ The center of the ball shall determine the 
position of the ball.” Also, “If, after the 
snapper back has taken his position he 
should voluntarily move the ball as if to 
snap it, whether he withholds it altogether 
or only momentarily, the referee shall re- 
gard the ball as being in play and the scrim- 
mage begun.”’ 

There are no important revisions in the 
rules relating to mass plays and interfer- 
ence, although the committee takes care to 
add several notes. 

Penalties have been made severer, and 
should, if enforced, put an end to squabbling, 
as two minutes is all the time allowed to 
dispute the official rulings before the pen- 
alty is put in force. On the whole the 
changes promise to make the game more 
interesting to the spectators and less dan- 
gerous to the players.

| ENDOWMENT FUND 
OF THE PYTHIANS 
NOT AS EXPECTED. 


Statement Given Out at Indianap- 
olis Relative to the Finances of 
the Order— Available Cash Falls 
Far Short of Anticipated Amount.

Indianapolis; Ind., Aug. 27.—[{Special.]—All 
Knights of Pythias are now walting for an 
official statement from John A. Hinsey of 
Chicago on the condition of the Endowment 
Funds of the order. A surplus of $300,000 
was supposed to be where the Endowment 
Rank could lay hands on itany time. But 
in Mr. Hinsey’s report made public today 
there was only $21,000 in cash on hand out 
of a fund of nearly a half million. 

Mr. Hinsey’s position on the Board of Con- 
trol gave him the power to invest the funds 
and his re@lection should have taken place 
today, but by a determined fight on the part 
of those ‘who have been stirring up the dry 
bones in the Supreme Lodge during this en- 
campment Chairman Hinsey’s report was 
ordered sent to a committee for investigation 
and the election was passed over until next 
week. 

It was found that $141,000 was apparently 
gone. up in the defunct Fort’ Worth, Tex., 
bank, and nearly $200,000 more was in bonds 
of the Lexington Hotel of Chicago, now in 
the hands of a receiver. Mr. Hinsey tonight 
makes a public explanation of his invest- 
ments in these two directions, showing that 
he deposited funds in the Texas bank under 
order from the Supreme Lodge, because it 
offered the highest interest. Theinvestment 
in the Lexington Hotel bonds, he declares, 
was made on the advice of no less an au- 
thority than Secretary of the Treasury Ly- 
man J. 

He says that Mr. Gage told him that the 
hotel bonds might not bring par value at a 
forced sale, but they were a good: invest- 
ment. Mr. Hinsey explains that he sent an 
agent to Texas to look into the condition of 
the now defunct bank before depositing 
funds there. The bank went into liquida- 
tion shortly after it received the funds of 
the Knights of Pythias, and only one divi- 
dend has been paid up to date. 

The final clearing up of the situation is 
promised Monday, when the committee is 
expected to make its report.

REPLIES TO ASSOCIATION. 


Illinois Manufacturers to Try to 
Force Corporations to Get 
Licenses. 


TEXT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 


The officers of the Ilinois Manufacturers’ 
association say that all the express com- 
panies doing business in this State will be 
compelled to comply with the foreign cor- 
poration act. The letter sent recently by 
Secretary Glenn to Secretary of State Rose 
has resulted, the officers of the association 
say, in showing that several of the express 
companies have tricked the State officials 
into believing they did not ‘come under the 
provisions of the foreign corporation act. 
To Secretary Glenn's inquiry as to whether 
the express companies had taken out certifi- 
cates, the Secretary of State has replied as 
follows: 

Springfield, Ml., Aug. 24.—John M. Glenn, 587 
Marquette Building, Chicago, Ill.—Dear Sir: Re- 
plying to yours of the 23d inst. will say that all ex- 
press companies doing business in this State that 
are incorporated have complied with the foreign 
corporation act governing foreign corporations do- 
ing business in this State. Some of the express 
companies are not corporations, hence not amen- 
able to the law. Yours truly, . 

JAMES A. ROSE, Secretary of State. 

Secretary Glenn then sent the following 
letter to Secretary of State Rose: 

Chicago, Aug. 25.—Hon. James A. Rose, Secre- 
tary of State, Springfield, Ill.—Dear Sir: Your 
letter of Aug. 24, in which you state that some 
of the express companies are not corporations and 
are not amenable to the law, at hand. Will you 
kindly give me the names of the express compa- 
nies that are corporations and have complied with 
the law? Will you also kindly anewer these ques- 
tions? Do not incorporated joint stock companies 
or associations come within the provisions of the 
foreign corporation act? In the eyes of the law 
are not these joint stock associations or compa- 
nies, organized under the laws of New York and 
other States, recognized as corporations, and 
have not the courts so held? I will be much 
obliged to you if you will give me this informa- 
tion. Yours truly, J. M. GLENN, Secretary. 

Mr. Rose replied ag follows: 

Springfield, Ill., Aug. 26.—J. M. Glenn, Marquette 
Building,, Chicago—Dear Sir: Replying to yours 
of the 25th instant, will say that the express cum- 
panies that have complied with the foreign cor pora- 
tion act are: The Pacific, Northern Pacific, and 
Wells, Fargo & Co. Other express companies do-

You stated in your letter that the Pacific Ex- 
press company and the Northern Pacific Express 
company and Wells, Fargo & Co. have complied 
with the law and taken out certificates, and that 
other express companies doing business in this 
State have represented to you that they are not 
joint stock companies of “joint stock associations. 
Would you kindly advise meas to what evidence 
they presented to establish the alleged fact that 
they did not come within the provisions of the 
foreign corporation act of this state.

I shall submit the matter to ‘Attorney 
Mayer, general counsel of the association, 
when he returns and see if there is not some 
way this association can compel the Secre- 
tary of State to enforce the law.”

DEMORALIZATION OF ALL PASSEN- 
GER RATES WEST IN PROSPECT, 


Alton Road Gives Notice Its With- 
 @rawal from the General Associa- 
tion Includes Also Separation from 
All the Lecal Bodies — Increase in 
the East-Bound Freight Tonnage, 
Though Transmissouri Points Ship 
by Southern Routes. 


The Alton road has filed a statement with 
the chairman of the Western Passenger 
association to the effect that its action in 
withdrawing from the general association 
carries with it a withdrawal from all the 
local associations. The prospects are for 
demoralization of rates to Missouri River 
points and the West generally. 

The action of the Alton road in protect:ng 
its Kansas City gateway by applying the 
Omaha rates to Kansas City will be met by 
the other Kansas City roads putting mto 
effec: to Kansas City on the @ays on which 
the special rates apply to Omaha a one-way 
rate, which will probably be one-half of the 
round-trip rate or a little more. The posi- 
tion of the Alton in insisting on issuing an 
open form ticket has caused considerable 
feeling. 

The lines running to St. Paul, which dave 
been attempting to maintain a rate nominal- 
ly $11.50, but actually $8, feel that they have 
suffere@? by other lines not acting in good 
faith, and announce am open rate of §5. 
The cutting which now promises this rate 
began in a move to prevent the Canadian 
Pacific’s St. Paul-New York rate of $15 being 
applied on local business.

STRINGENT LAW ASKED. 


Suicide Made Possible by Many 
Death-Dealing Drugs. — 


SOME OF THOSE MOST USED. 


HP ease with which poisons can be ob- 

tained for fatal use by intending sul- 

cides, and the marked increase in that 

crime by toxical means, especially in 

the larger cities of the country, has 

anew a sentiment among druggists 

of many States for such a revision of the 

laws as shall place greater difi- 

culties in the way of procuring poisons by 

pnauthorized or irresppnsible persons, and 

ter restrictions upon the liberty of drug- 
gists to dispense the deadly wares. 

A society is now at work in New York 
State to secure the enactment of a more rigid 
poison law. The leaders among the phar- 
macists of Illinois, and particularly of Chi- 
cago, are also laying plans to go before the 
next General Assembly with a draft of an 
amended law which shall make it next to im- 

ible for would-be suicides and “‘ fiends,”’ 
as the hopeless devotees of morphine, 
cocaine, and other soul and body destroying 
drugs are familiarly known, to procure the 
means of gratifying their criminal or be- 
gotted proclivities, 

Efforts in this direction have been made at 
former sessions of the Illinois law-making 
body, but despite them all the law still stands 
with no restriction of any real practical im- 
portance upon the right of any druggist to 
gell any quantity of any poison to any per- 
gon as he may see fit. 


Practically No Restriction on Sales. 


“There is really no greater obligation laid 
on me by the law,”’ said one prominent Chi- 
cago pharmacist, “‘ to restrain me from sell- 
ing arsenic, or strychnine, or morphine toa 
person who may choose to employ it for 
guicide than there is on the grocer to pre- 
yent him from selling a clothes line to a 
wasiwoman who may use a piece of it to 
hang herself. 

“Cocaine,’’ he went on, “ is one of the in- 
gidious poisons which are gaining hold upon 
the community with startling rapidity. The 
taste for this drug is acquired in many ways, 
Most frequently through the primarily in- 
Bocent use of catarrh powders, in many of 
which it is a principal ingredient, but the 
habit, once formed, is the hardest of all 
similar vices to get free from. Yet there is 
practically no restriction upon its sale other 
than that which is laid by the commercial 
Wisdom or the conscience of the dealer. 

uggists appreciate both the danger and 

@ means of remedy, but when, at the last 
gislative session, an effort was made by 

@ reputable dealers to secure a statute re- 
Mraining the freedom of sale of the stuff, the 

tarrh remedy manufacturers succeeded 

getting the restrictive section cut out, and 
ey were free for another two years to sell 
elr nefarious medicines and ensnare new 
Victims in the meshes of the fearful habit.

Precautionary Rather than Preventive. 


“There is nothing to prevent any man or 
poman from committing suicide or becom- 
& slave to any poisonous drug he or she 
y choose for a master,” said another 
leago pharmacist, “except the good 
ense and decency of the druggist applied 
© for the poison. The law places prac- 
ically no other limitations upon our free- 
fom to sell what, when, and to whom we 
eage than that all poisons, except those in 
ysicians’ prescriptions, shall be plainly 
led ‘poison,’ and that when we sell or 
ve away, except on prescriptions, arsenic, 
hnine, cerrosive sublimate (bichloride 
f mercury), or prussic (hydrocyanic) acid, 
we shall register the name and amount of 
~ article sold, the date, and the name of 
¢ purchaser. There is a fine, also, for any 
© who gives a false or fictitious name 
t the purpose of procuring these poisons 
t these laws are precautionary rather 
an preventive, and are of no avail what- 
ver in stopping either intending suicides

Sometimes I refuse to fill a prescription’con- 
taining poison where, if the bottleful should 
be gulped at a dose, the result would be 
fatal. And sometimes when I am merely 
suspicious I only give .enough to meet an 
emergency and make up the requisite quan- 
tity in appearance by diluting with some 
harmless liquid. 

*“* A woman whom I knew came in here one 


», day not long ago and asked for what was a 


fatal quantity of laudanum. She said 
she was in great pain, and she looked 
it, too, but I had heard stories of 
discord in her family, and hesitated 
about giving her the drug, though she was 
eminently respectable. She knew, too, what 
size bottle she ought to get, and I did not 
want to lose a customer. So I gave her 
only enough laudanum to ease pain, but di- 
luted up to the apparent proper quantity. 
Three hours later her husband rushed in in 
a frenzy, crying that his wife was dead and 
that an empty laudanum ttle with my 
label was found by her side. ‘I'll have you 
in Joliet,’ he shrie“ed. I told him she was 
not déad, but shamming. ‘ She’s cold and 
rigid,’ he cried. I told him to pour a pitcher- 
ful of ice water down her back, and he 
rushed home. I never saw him again, but I 
heard the neighbors say that family came to 
be one of the happiest in town.” 


Defends the Sale of Morphine. 


One pharmacist defended his sale of mor- 
phine on moral grounds. | 

“It is not half so reprehensible as selling 
whisky to a whisky ‘fiend,’” he argued. 
“A man or woman gets drunk on alcohol 
and commits murder or sets the house afire 
or beats his wife or his mother. But who 
ever heard of a morphine ‘ fiend’ who was 
anything but the most peaceful and kindly 
fellow going. The worst sins that can be 
traced to morphine, and cocaine, for that 
matter, are lying and stealing, and both to 
gratify the insane longing forthe drug. It is 
only of the comparative effects on the com- 
munity I speak, of course; the physical, 
mental, and moral effects of alcohol, mor- 
phine, and cdcaine are all alike ruinous to the 
victim of the habit.” 

Pharmacists make their own rules about 
Gspensing opium, morphine, chloral, bella- 
donna, arsenic, strychnine, corrosive «ub- 
limate, prussic acid, carbolic acid, and co- 
caine, and they vary in different stores. 
Some dealers carry their limitations to the 
extent of scrutinizing physicians’ prescrip- 
tions and refusing to fill them where they 
think they may be used to whet a “ fiend’s ” 
abnormal appetite. One prominent down- 
town Chicago physician cannot get a pre- 
scription containing cocaine filled even when 
made out by him to another's name—-the 
druggists all like*the man and know he isa 
yictim of the drug. 

But it is well to note that all the “ fiends ” 
are not within the more common classes al- 
ready named Ginger extract has an aston- 
ishing number of worshipers, catarrh pow- 
ders number their slaves by the thousands, 
paregoric is a favorite stupefler with many 
whom shame or appearance prevent from 
buying more open and potent poisons, and 
even arnica and bay rum are passions with 
some sots. 

All these people, with that other spasmodic 
class which sadly and madly wants only 
to die and be done with it all, seek the phar- 
macist to assuage their longings or help 
them to pass swiftly over into the Unknown, 
and there is no other limitation upon him in 
Illinois than that which his own moral or 
business sense may impose upon him. 


Cocaine and Its Victims. 


* Cooaine is made- from the leaves of the 
coca tree, that grows in Bolivia and Peru, 
Bouth America. The,leaves resemble tea 
leaves both in size and shape. They have an 
agreeable odor like tea, and a peculiar taste 
that after infusion becomes bitter and 
astringent. If the leaves are chewed-the 
Mps become numb; and it is this fact tnat 
has brought cocaine in beneficent use when 
properly applied. It deadens pain in any 
particular spot where it is used. By apply- 
ing it to mucous surfaces a numbness is 
caused that allows a surgical operation with- 
out pain to the patient. 

Cocaine is made in coloriess crystals 
through a chemical process. The “ cocaine 
fiend” of today eats these crystals, the 
game as a child eats a lump of sugar, or 
dissolves them and injects the fluid under 
the skin, just as morphine is injeoted. 
Carbolic acid is the polson used most com- 
monly by would-be suicides because of its 
quick effectiveness. If, however, any person 
contemplating suicide could know the agon- 
les of carbolic acid he would prefer to await 
the creator’s time for him to die. The fiery 
fluid simply burns off the lining of the ston-

ordinary citizen loses the will force which 

ordinarily keeps him from doing the many 

queer things which perhaps come into 

the head of all of us he immediately 
makes for the nearest or must attractive 
park. It is.generally recognized that the 
Chicago parks harbor more of the harmless 
unfortunates, who, agcording to an English 
idiom, have “gone Gotty in their filbert,” 
than any other portion of the city. 

This may be acoounted for mainly from the 
fact that they are idlera. Their mental 
unbalance unfits them for work and they 
wander amiably about to the intense sur- 

ge of those whom they meet and to the 
ormemt of the park police. Lincoln Park 
bas perhaps more than ite share of these 
queer folk, although they are usually so 
quiet and harmless that their presence in the 
pleasure-seeking throng goes almost unno- 
ticed. Occasionally the stroller in the park 
meets some man whosestartling statement 
of his powers or his individuality, or, per- 
haps, his actions, give evidence of harmless 
lunacy, but otherwise they are meek and 
mild. Many of them are naturally suspic- 
fous and keep clear of the police, but others 
are well-known charactersabout the park. 

One of the human curios occasionally seen 
in the park is a white haired, dignified ol4 
gentleman, who looks as though he might be 
a retired merchant. He always appears 
scrupulously dressed, with a flower of some 
sort in his button hole, and carries a gold- 
headed cane. He attracts only a saing 
giance of attention from those whom he 
meets until he arrivesat theseal tank. Then 
his whole manner changes. He assumes an 
antagonistic air of importance and authority 
as he waves his stick about and mumbles in- 
coherently. Whenever a seal appears he 
becomes much excited, and reproves any 
one who may venture to speak abovea whis- 
per about him. His whole appearance be- 
comes keenly alert, and he waits for some 
sound from the seal. If it should bark he 


-emiles and becomee keenly delighted, nod- 


ding his head to the seal and waving his 
cane. If any one ventures an inquiry he will 
invariably answer: 

“ He was talking to me. He sald ‘ Good

If no 
one is near him he will stop before a flower 
bed and go through al! the motions of con- 
Gucting large orchestra. He

Almost every dav a poorly dressed and 
gray-haired man comes shuffling through 
the park from the south. He walks along 
the sea wall until he reaches a deserted 
spot, and then sits down. Here he remains 
for hours, gazing stolidly and silently out 
over the lake, with an expression of un- 
utterable sadness upon his face. The 
rougher the lake the more apparent is his 
melancholy. If any one approaches near 
enough to be noticed, he turns toward them 
for a moment and says ina low, monotonous 
voice: 

“It is a sad, sad day.” Then he turns 
again to the lake and continues his star- 
ing at the wide stretch of water. 

Almost every one who has been much 
in any of the parks is familiar with the 
variety of lunatics who take it upon them- 
selves to preserve order. They are the 
most apparently insane of any of the va- 
riety to be encountered. They stride im- 
portantly up and down the paths, address- 
ing an occasional injunction to those whom 
they meet, and usually emphasizing their 
commands with a wave ofa light cane. They 
confine their authority chiefly to children, 
but will indignantly reprove any one whom 
they see breaking the most insignificant 
rules of park conduct. The park police 
know them and let them alone. They do 
no harm and doubtless keep many from 
pte: the flowers or breaking the shrub- 

ry. Their services are not encouraged, 
but merely tolerated. There is another 
variety of the same species, whose actions 
are much the same, but whose assumed 
authority is greater. These are the men 
who believe the park belongs tothem. They 
usually epend most of their time wander- 
ing about in it, and frequently give orders 
to the policemen and laborers. 

Aside from the usual forms of lunacy 
there are the park lovers, whom unsenti- 
mental police officers look upon as even 
worse than the other sort. They find them 
billing and cooing in public by the hun- 


either themselves or the more retiring and 
sensitive of the park visitors. They are 
servant girls and the butcher boy, shop 
girla and bank clerks, and indiscreet cou- 
ples from the higher walks of life, who 
for some reason or another prefer this semi- 
publicity to the quiet and seclusion of the 
girl’s family parlor. The police are forced 
to grin and bear it, although some of the 
more nervous expect to be stricken with 
nervous prostration before the summer is 


over. 
An Open Air Clubhouse. 


Perhaps the most interesting set of people 
who collect in Lincoln Park are the dozen or 
ynore men and women known as “ The Park 
Commissioners.” They collect in a shady 
nook near the north end of the park where 
the benches come close enough together to 
ymake- conversation savor somewhat of 
pleasure without undue effort and exchange 
reminiscences. They are made up of some 
of the oldest residents among the North 
Bide Germans whose recollection of affairs 
and conditions goes back further than the 
park itself. According to an imaginative 

policeman half of them were “ among 
those present’’ at the Fort Dearborn mas- 
sacre. 

For most of them, their early real estate 
holdings have proved essentially sat- 
isfactory in a worldly way and the baying 
of the wolf that is supposed to how! without 
the door of all those who do not labor with 
their hands is entirely foreign to their 
dreams. One or two of them are even 

ealthy, but the fortunes of the majority are 

ut a simple competence which renders them 
gecure and contented without the worries of 
guperfiuous wealth. So they gather every 
day in the park and talk and laugh and en- 
joy themselves in a simple, quiet way. It is 
only their regularity which marks them from 
the ordinary run ofthe park crowds, and 
their intense interest in the park which they 
have made their clubhouse has caused the 
park officials to dub them commissioners.

mum of ten days to three months, that have 
until now elapsed between the demise of one 
Pontiff and the proclamation of his succes 


sor. 

Interregnum Rights of the Crown. 

Indeed, the principal law officers of the. 
Italian government contend that the pro- 
visional administration of the affairs of the 
Holy Seat during the interregnum belongs 
by right to the Italian crown, not only as the 
power intrusted with the protection of the 
Papacy and responsible for its safety, but 
likewise as having inherited from the former 
temporal government of the Papacy the 
functions of those civil officials of the Holy 
Seat who were intrusted with the organiza- 
tion and guardianship of the conclave by 
medieval papal bulls. On these grounds it is 
asserted that the moment the Pope breathes 
his last the Italian government is entitled 
to occupy the Vatican, to affix its seals to 
all the doors and receptacles of papers and 
property belonging to the dead Pontif 
to organize any measures that it may se fit 
in order to assure the security and the 
erty of the conclave. | 

It is with the object of fr —_ such 
designs as these on the part of both the

These 
were approved by Pius [X. and issued in the 
form of a bull; and although nothing is 
known beyond the walls of the Sacred Col- 
lege on the subject, yet there is every reason 
to believe that since the advent to the throne 
Leo XIII. has rendered the regulations con- 
tained in the January, 1878, bull of Pius 1X, 
still more stringent and elaborate.

Of Vast Interest to Italy.

Taking the pretext that the clergy has been 
Jargely involved in the insurrectionary move- 
ment against the crown last spring, which 
Fesulted in such sanguinary disturbances, it 
has announced its resolve to have a Pope 
whoee friendship was sufficiently assured to 
the state to furnish a guarantee that the 
Vatican will be no longer the headquarters 


of the enemies of the Italian throne and of 


the present Italian government. It is equal- 
ly determined to have in the chair of St. 
Peter and reigning at the Vatican no Pontiff 
whose political views with regard to the 
foreign powers are opposed to those of the 
Italian kingdom. That is to say, it proposes 
to bar from the succession, if possible, any 


Prelate whose sympathies are in favor of 


France rather than of Germany and Austria, 
who are allies. 


Menace in the Roman Question. 


Twenty years ago the so-called Roman 
‘Question was far less acute than it is today. 
There is no doubt that now it constitutes the 
Most grave peril which confrons the Italian 
Crown, for the new Pope will have [t fn his 
power by a single stroke of the pen to send 
to the polis the hitherto silent @0 per cent 
of the Parliamentary electorate which he 
controls, to vote elther as friends of the ex- 
isting monarchy or as its foes And if 
the votes of this until now unused 60 per 
cent of the Italian electorate are added to 
those of the large number of adversaries 
of the Crown who are already engaged in 
italian political life, then the throne of King 
Humbert may be considered as doemed, and 
the sun of the House of Savoy to have 
reached its Western horizon. In one word, 
the Italian dynasty and the Italian govern- 
ment are, to all intents and purposes, at 
the mercy of the papacy. It is therefore a 
Matter of life and death to them that the 
next Pope should be a friend and not a foe 
of the state. 

The Italian government, as stated, will be 
@ncouraged to act with decision fn the mat- 
ter by the knowledge that it has behind it 
Germany and possibly Austria, neither of 
which was its ally at the time of the lest 
papal election. At the moment of the death 
.» ©f Pius FX. the late Prince Bismarck, speak- 
ing in his capacity as Chancellor of the Ger- 
gnan Empire in the Reichstag in Berlin, ex- 
claimed: “ We shall abstain from weighing 
©n (sic) the papal election. But when the 
fatter has been terminated, and the result 
is annonced to us, we shall have to examine 
whether or not we will accept the result.” 
Apparently Germany was satisfied with the 
choice of Leo XIII. But it may be safe to 
assume that had any prelate been selected 
who was antagonistic to Germany the lat- 
fer would have deciined to recognize the 
glection. 


Germany’s Interests Protected. 
: It would impiy an ignorance of the charac- 
ter and policy of Emperor William to imag- 
fine for ome moment that he had receded 
in any way from the position then taken 
up by kis great Chencellor. On the con- 
trary, it is weil known that, instead of con- 
tenting himseif with accepting or rejecting 
the result of the conclave after its conciu- 
gion, he has resolved to mftuence the elec- 
tion, and. to strain every nerve to prevent 
the choice of a Pope who might be inimical 
to y. For the most powerful party 
in the German Reichstag is the Catholic 
party, which, by casting its vote “ en bloc ” 
for or against any measures submitted to 
the impertal Parliament, decides its fate. 
This Catholie party takes its orders from 
the Vatican, and should these commands be 
issued by a Pontiff opposed to German in- 


terests, as understood by the Kaiser, parlia- . 


m™mentery government at Berlin would be- 
come just as tmpossible as it is at Vienna. 
it is for this reason that the Kaiser has or- 
dered Baron von Beulow, his Envoy to the 
court of the Vatican, as well as Cardinal 
Archbishop Kopp, to proceed in all haste to 
Rome in order to watch the course cf events.

MAHA, Neb., Aug. 27.—{Special.]— 

The trancmississippi Indian congress 

bids fair to rival im popularity any 

feature of the exposition. Every 

day great crowds visit the village on 
the exposition grounds where the various 
tribes participating im the congress live. 
The unique feature will continue throughout 
the exposition. The government originally 
appropriated $45,000 for the purpose of keep- 
ing 500 of its wards at Omaha. for five 
months. On special oeecasions, however, 
more than 1,000 Indians wil] be present. This 
refers to days when the larger tribes will 
have dates set apart exclusively as tribal 
days. For instance, the great Sioux na- 
tion will -probably have 2,000 warriors at 
Omaha when Sioux day is celebrated. This 
is true of other strong tribes, and the cop- 
per-colored representatives of the plains and 


| forests of the great West are vigorously 


competing for the honors of having the 
largest number of their tribes present on 
their special days. The congress was origin- 
ally conceived as a grand demonstration of 
the rapidly disappearing red men, in which 
he could appear in all his original pictur- 
esqueness before civilizing methods had en- 
tirely eradicated his primevial tribal char- 
acteristics. In this respect the congress is 
proving everything the promoters expected.

Morning in an Indian Camp. 


The grounds are opened to the public at 8 
o’clock in the morning. One who enters the 
Indian itnelosure for the first time at that 
hour is likely to feel some bashfulness, He 
is aloné with the savages and their white 
custodians. He sees tents, fires, family 
groups, domestic business going on; here are 
three young squaws sitting on the grass, 
combing their hair, which hangs in a mop, 
glossy black, all around their heads; it is 
thick and heavy, and must be ample protec- 
tion from the cold; each one holds her comb 
in a full grip, like a chopping knife, and 
combs by main strength. The grass is wet 
with dew, and the day is plainly not yet well 
under way; one feels that he is hardly wel- 
come thus early among the tents. 

Along the north fence are the white quar- 
ters, with the offices. There is a gathering 
in front of one building, and bright colors 
cateh your eye. A glance shows that dis- 
tribution of rations is the attraction. It is 
the women and the old men, with some of 
the children, who are waiting there; each 
one, after some formality, departs soberly, 
with an armful of flat loaves most conspicu- 
ous in his burden. Nearly every woman has 
a child erect on her back, held.there in some 
way by her shawl; some of the youngsters 
tower above their mothers’ heads. Three 
young men, early afoot, stand apart, tall 
and handsome in red and yellow, and look on 
for the most part in silence. Some work- 
men are at repairs up a ladder, and one 
playfull¥ menaces the other with a hatchet; 
a grunt of appreciation runs through the 
group below. 

Two stately old men pass by wrapped in 
blankets. Salute their evident dignity and 
they will bow gravely in return, and as often 
as they meet you thereafter. Their eyes are 
alert, and their faces, though grim, afe by 
no means unfriendly. , 

Small banners before each group of tents 


| make known what tribe inhabits them. To

The air is flavored with wood smoke; every 
eamp has its fire, and you are always get- 
ting to leeward of one or other of them. 
Another smell is everywhere, and you soon 
trace it to the cooking. You can orly guess 
what ingredients go to the stews that are 
in preparation. The fires are of basswood 
sticks, long and heavy, about three to each 
fire: they are so managed that only one end 
burns, and that end is kept thrust up to the 
boiling pot. There is only a tiny blaze, but 
it is eontinuous, and gives out little heat; 
this is not wasted, but goes, together with 
the smoke, to cure certain strips of meat 
that lie on a frame of withes some four feet 
from the ground. 

Here is a sample installation; a pole is 
fixed at a proper distance above the fire, and 
three or four of the white man’s tin pails, 
with lids, are suspended from it, all steam- 
ing, while in the middle hangs the main 
pot, easily capable of holding a small dog, 
full nearly to the brim of some liquor, with 
an indeterminate mass of meat rising above 
it in the center. Near by the owners are at 
breakfast. A dozen bucks, squatting in a 
circle in the grass, are servéd by their obe- 
dient squaws, who go and come between 
them and the fire.

In seventeen years they num- 
bered many thousands, and some of them, as 
Dr. Wenyon says, became the center of an 
influence more or less favorable to Western 
thought and Westernmen. Dr. Wenyon has 
many curious stories to tell in connection 
with the medical work. 

The literati, who are the great instigators 
of riot and murder in China, declared that 
they ought to open a rival hospital, and they 
did open one. A staff of native ‘* doctors”’ 
was found, and the building was called The 
Hall of Ten Thousand Virtues.” It was a 
splendid building, but somehow that did not 
assist the cures. Two afflicted friends came 
to Fatshan, and they decided one to go to 
Dr. Wenyon’s hospital and the other to the 
rival place. In three weeks Dr. Wenyon’s 
patient was well, and on going for hisfriend 
to the other hospital found that he was dead. 
The doctor tried to console him by saying 
that they had buried him ina splendid 
coffin, 

** In fact, coffine were a great necessity at 
that hospttal,”’ says Dr. Wenyon. “ WhenlI 
went there I found that they had laidina 
good siock. So the people came to us. lt 
was a question of coming to our hospital 
for a cure or going to the ‘ Hall of Ten 
Thousand Virtues’ for a coffin. One day 
there came a stately gentleman, a learned 
man belonging to the upper classes, having 
a painful disorder needing surgical treat- 
ment. He hired a private room and I oper- 
ated on him, and tn a fortnight he was well. 
He had not tolé me who he was, but before 
he went away._he said, ‘ You might like to 
know who I am, and I want to tell you, be- 
cause I am so grateful for being cured of 
this terrible disease. I am the head dector 
of the Hall of Ten Thousand Virtues.’ ’’—St. 
James’ Gazette.

OUR FUTURE FISCAL POLICY. 

Worthington ©. Ford, former Chief of 
the Bureau of Statistics under President 
Cleveland, contributes to Harper's Maga- 
zine for September an article on.¥ The New 
Fiscal Policy. of the United States.” Mr. 
Ford’s thesis is that the fiscal policy of the 
government must hereafter be marked by a 
much greater dependence upon internal rev- 
enue. duties and by less dependence upon 
custom-house duties—especially ‘upon what 
are called protective duties as distinguished 
from so-called “revenue ” duties—on arti- 
eles like tea and coffee. Huis assumption is 
that the manufacturing interests of the 
United States have so developed of late 
years as to cause a marked falling off in 
tariff receipts from imports of manufac- 
tured goods, so that it is no longer possible 
to depend upon the tariff, as formerly, for 
the $450,000,000 now required annually for 
the normal expenditures of the government. 

Mr. Ford makes the point thatif we want 


| sufficient revenues in the future we must 


get them from tea, coffee, and a few other 
import articles which we do not produce 
and from an enlargement of the internal 
revenue taxes. He calls attention to the 
fact that when the war revenue bill was 
passed a few months ago it was made up 
exclusively of internal revenue duties, with 
the single exception of a 10-cent tax on 
tea—a tacit admission of the changed con- 
ditions to which he refers. 

In the course of his article Mr. Ford, who 
of course is a Democrat, points out the 
deficiencies in the McKinley tariff, smooths 
over the fatal defects of the Cleveland-Wi} 
son revenue bill, and closes an extended 
review of recent tariff legislation by show- 
ing that the present Dingley tariff will have 
to be supplemented with internal revenue 
taxation on account of our decreasing im- 
ports, caused by increasing industrial pros- 
perity. The nature of his argument on the 
latter point is sufficiently indicated by the 
figures he cites on iron and steel. The im- 
ports of manufactured iron and steeLin 1887 
were $50,619,000, and gave to the Treas- 
ury $20,713,000 in duties; in 1897 they 
amounted to only $16,362,000, and gave a 
revenue of less than $6,600,000. In short, 
he takes the ground that protective duties 
will no longer produce sufficient revenue 
for the government and that we must turn 
increasingly to internal revenue duties. 

The McKinley tariff undoubtedly had two 
radical and fatal defects. First, it repealed 
the sugar duties and saddled a sugar bounty, 
tax on the public for the benefit of the 
Louisiana sugar growers. Second, it made 
many items on the tariff prohibitory, so 
that they produced little or no revenue. 

To this may be added the demagogues’ 
and claim agents’ dependent pension bill, 
whereby the pensions have been doubled— 
that is, increased about 75 millions a year, 
mostly for the benefit of persons who per-

| bellion—by reason of physica! inability to do 


military duty or by reason of liquor habits. 
The demagogues of both parties voted for 
this bill.

The pensioners now 
number over a million, and the money paid 
them this year will exceed 150 millions. 


1 The number is still increasing, and so is the 


amount. There can be no scaling down of 
the total of federal taxes as long as the dem- 
agogue dependent pension tax exists. Next 
year it will exceed 160 millions of taxes, 
chiefly for the benefit of claim agents and 
of drafted men who never performed any 
military service and who were never capa- 
ble of performing any. Hence the present 
tariff cannot be reduced for several years to 
eome, unless a tax of, say, 3 cents a pound 
is laid on coffee, whereby 18 or 20 millions 
of the most annoying and vexatious excise 
taxes may be repealed; : 

As to the Democratic Wilson tariff, it and 
the Sherman silver clause together brought 
on the great panic of the spring of 1893.

Thet in-turn rendered manufacturing pro- 
duction cheaper and forced down the sell- 
ing prices of nearly all agricultural prod- 
ucts, because the town people could no 
longer buy so much or so good food or so 
great a variety of food products—bread, 
meat, vegetables, fruit, poultry, eggs, etc. 
So this cheap low tariff labor caused greater 
exportation of manufactures, cutting off 
imports as well as increasing exports, and 
turned the balance of trade toward our 
country. Last year there was a great scar- 
city of foodstuffs in western Europe, while 
this country had good crops and a large 
surplus to sell abroad at remunerative

Now as to the future. What has it in 
store for us? (1) We may confidently ex- 
@ect that employers will have to pay high- 
er wages for less work. (2) That will cause 
—is causing already—an advance in prices 
of American manufactures. (3) This re- 
sulting dearness will cause a reduction of 
exports—and this, along with a tendency 
to form trusts to advance prices and curtail 
| production, will cause an increase jn im- 
| Ports of competing articles from abroad and 

of revenue from that source. Here is where 
Mr. Ford’s theory may fall short of realiza- 
tion. However that may be, the increased 
imports will in their turn be followed by ex- 
ports of gold, loss of employment in the 
mills and factories, and all the evil effects 
of artificial dearness, whether produced by 
trusts or otherwise. Happily it will take a 
good years to run this gamut—unlesg 
| the trusts become too greedy and hasten it 
by their methods. 

Those evils are as nothing, however, com- 
pared to those which would ensue if the 
| fiendish Democratie demand of a retro- 
active change in the nation’s monetary 
standard from that of the civilized world 
to that of Bryan and dishonesty were grant- 
ed. As far as the threat of the silverites 
amounts to anything it means an utter loss 
of confidence and a new era of hard times. 
But the American people will never be 
fooled on that score. They have seen the 
damage done by a fear of the debasement 
of the.currency and wholesale destruction 
of values.

thirty-three years after the close of the re- 
bellion. During the twelve months covered 
by the report 11,029 names were stricken 
from the roll because of death or for some 
other reason, but 63,686 original claims were 
granted and 4,089 pensioners were restored. 
The commissioner states that more pensions 
were granted last year than at any time 
between 1869 and 1880. It is not surpris- 
ing, therefore, that he felt obliged to tell 
Congress at the last session that the con- 
templated appropriation of 140 million dol- 
lars would not suffice and that there would 
be a big deficit at the end qf the year. If 
the pension roll.is to continue to increase 
and the pension appropriation to grow Con- 
gress will find it inexpedient to make haste 
to repeal many of thé war taxes. The gov- 
ernment must have revenue enough to pay 
pensions and meet other expenses. 


SURGEON GENERAL TO BLAME. 

It looks as if Surgeon General Sternberg 
were getting off too easily in the distribution 
of blame for the shocking conditions pre- 
vailing in the army camps and hospitals. 
Judging from his works, he is clearly incom- 
petent. His important department is in a 
wretched and deplorable etate at every 
point. The newspapers are full of the sick- 
ening details of bad hospital service in near- 
ly every camp, and State Surgeon General 
Terry of New York has just made a report 
to the Albany authorities which is said to 
‘reveal abuses that would cause a popular 
uprising if the report were made public. 
The miserable hospital service at Santiago, 
‘where Dr. Sternberg has beep personally 
present a large part of the time, is already 
notorious. The criminal overcrowding of 
the hospital transports from Cuba and the 
utter absence of adequate food or medical 
attendance on these vessels are a blot on 
the history of the war. None but an in- 
efficient and careless Surgeon General 
would have allowed such a state of affairs 
to exist and continue to the present mo- 
ment. 

The whole shameful business of the in- 
efficiency in the army hospitals can no 
longer be concealed, and the Surgeon Gen- 
eral can no longer escape the censure he de- 
serves. He is responsible for the hospital 
service of the whole United States army, 
and it was bis duty to put surgeons in com- 
mand at the various camps who would be 
reliable and competent for their important 
trusts. Yet preventable disease has killed 
ten times as many soldiers as have died 
in battle, and the conditions in the home 
camps are daily growing worse. General 
Sternberg h@s been back from Cuba for 
some time, but nothing has been done to 
remedy the terrible state of affairs at Chick- 
amauga. Only criminal negligence and in- 
competence can account for the frightful 
conditions in Camp Thomas, and when the 
truth is sifted out of this matter it will be 
found that Surgeon General Sternberg may 
be among the officials who will have to do 
some explaining before a court-martial. 

The emaciated forms of the men of the 
First Maine Volunteers are all the proof 
needed to establish the flagrant dereliction 
of the military health authorities at Chicka- 
mauga. This regiment went into camp 
there in splendid physical eondition. It has 
just come out a wreck, in which every fifth 
man is too weak and emaciated to walk. 
Of the 200 men who had to be placed in 
hospital cars probably one-half will die— 
some of them before they reach their home 
State. And these men never saw Cuba, but 
were in a home camp. No wonder a Cap- 
| tain of one of the companies says his men 

would have preferred to fall under Mauser 
| bullets rather than to be put into “a hellish 
place like Chickamauga.” 

The Camp Thomas hospitals are unelean 
and badly located. Dr. Terry of New York 
officially reports that there are 110 New 
York patients in these hospitals, and 200 
who ought to be, but for whom there is 
no room. The First Illinois Cavalry 
brought back 132 dangerously sick men, all 


soldiers are sick in that camp, and évery day 
the number increases. The daily deaths 
range from twenty to twenty-four. Typhoid 
and malarial fever are as much epidemic as 
at Santiago itself, and the dirt and filth that 
are breeding the disease are reported by Dr, 
Terry to surpass those of the New York 
slums. ‘The drinking water is bad, the food 
unfit for sick men, the hospitals inadequate 
and unclean, and the situation as a whole 
is scandalous. Things would never have 
been allowed to get into such a state under 
a competent Surgeon General, and if Dr. 
Sternberg were the right kind of man he 
would not tolerate its continuance a single 
day. He is clearly unfit for his position. 


There ts something terribly 
To wrong ina system that can 
BLAME? Fesult in a case like that 
seen In the death of Lieuten- 
ant William Tiffany, one of Roosevelt's 
Rough Riders, and son of the millionaire 
New York jeweler. He had recently been 
brought back from Santiago suffering with 
fever, and the physician who attended him 
in his last hours states positively that the 
young man died of starvation. He died for 
lack of any food that a sick man or a con- 
valescent could eat. Himself a millionaire 
and a heroic defender of the honor of the 
wealthiest mation in the world, he was yet 
| allowed to die for lack of a few dollars’ 
worth of something less harsh than pork, 
beans, and hardtack. Both in the hospital 
at Santiago and on board the hospital trans- 
port Olivette there was an utter want of 
fit food for patients and convalescents. Why 
was there this lack? Who are the derelict 
- Officials or officers on whom the blame lies? 
It was known before the invasion of Cuba 
began that there would be sick and wounded 
soldiers to care for. Why were not adequate 
preparations made for nursing and feeding 
them with wholesome food? If there were 
accidents or oversights at first, why is a boat 
‘like the Olivette still without the needed 
supplies? These questions are not asked be- 
cause one brave soldier-martyr happens to 
be a millionaire. The people of the United 
States are asking these questions on behalf 
of hundreds of other heroes who have suf- 
fered in line manner, and whose lives are as 
precious to their friends as that of Lieuten- 
ant Tiffany was to his. The dereliction has 
existed and still exists on too colossal a 
scale to be overlooked or excused. To Secre- 
tary Alger falls the imperative duty of an- 
swering these bitter questions and of re- 
forming these results of his negligence if he 
can.

) ABOLISHING THE LOBBY. 

The concluding paragraph in tlie platform 
of the Wisconsin Republicans, adopted last 
week, reads as follows: 

The existence of the lobby at the seat of gov- 
ernment during the session of the Legislature to 
control legislation in the interest of private cor- 
poration or special interests is an evil that should 
be abolished by law. 

“ The lobby ” is an evil, as every observer 
of legislation at State capitals or at the 
seat of national government will affirm. It 
is an evil, however, of more than a hundred 
years’ standing. The lobby comes into exis- 
tence inevitably whenever there are corpo- 
rateor special interests which can be benetit- 
ed by the action of legislative bodics, large cr 
small. How it is to be “ abolished by law ”’ 
while the cause of its existence remains the 
platform does not state. Probably the 
author of the plank has no clearly defined 
ideas en the subject. If he were asked 
to draft a law to abolish the lobby it would 
take him some time to prepare a measure 
to which he would be willing to affix his 
name, 

The lobby would not be the great evil 
it is at Madison and elsewhere if voters 
were a little more particular in their choice 
of representatives, and did not send so 
often to State capitals and Washington 
men who go there intending to yiekKd at 
once to the blandishments of the lobby. The 
Pennsylvania constitution of 1776, framed 
by a convention of which Benjamin Frank- 
lin was President, provided that “the 
House of Representatives of the freemen of 
this commonwealth shall consist of per- 
sons most noted for wisdom and virtue, to 
be chosen by the freemen of every city and 
county.” If the freemen of Wisconsin 
were to select as their representatives men 
“most noted for wisdom and -virtue,” the 
most insinuating and liberal lobby would 
be able to do little harm. 

As long as constituencies elect men who 
go to the Legislature “ for what there is 
in it,” or men who have so little moral 
integrity that they are. the easy prey of 
the tempted hefore they have been in their 
seats a month, constituencies must expect 
to see legislation enacted for the benefit 
of corporate or special interests. The most 
stringent anti-lobby laws would not pre- 
vent the interests which would be bene- 
fited by bad legislation from getting at 
and influencing dishonest and weak legis- 
lators.

' SPANISH FAD. 

As “the smoke of battle” passes 
away we are threatened with a new and 
costly “ fad” in connection with the public 
This comes in the form of a 
proposition to introduce the study of Span- 
ish as a part of the regular curriculum in 
the Chicago public schools, which is said 
to have received the approval of the new 
Schoo! Superintendent, Professor Andrews. 
The scheme is an ill-considered, money-wast- 
ing crotchet, like the * mud-pie fad ” which 
was so liberally exploited in the public 
schools a few years ago. . 

The pretext for the introduction of this 
innovation is the statement that young men, 
seeking their fortunes: in the new territories 
which have come under our control as the 
result of the late war with Spain, will need 
to understand the Spanish language. The 
same reason—in kind if not in proportion— 
has been in existence for half a century 
in the possessions acquired from Mexico 
by the treaty of 18458, in large portions of 
which the Spanish language has been al- 
most the only means of oral or written 
communication. Hundreds of young men 
have gone from the States to New Mexico 
and other portions of the territory acquired 
from old Mexico or to Mexico itself to seek 
their fortunes in mining, stock raising, 
trade, or the professions, yet no one seems 
to have thought it was necessary to prepare 
them for their new field by educating them 
in Spanish at the public expense. Here in 
Chicago there would seem to be as much 
reason for preparing young men for a busi- 
ness career by a course of instruction in 
the Polish, Low Dutch, or Czech languages, 
used by large numbers of people in soine 
portions of the city. 

Our young men, desiring to learn Spanish 
with a view of qualifying themselves for 
a business career in Cuba, Porto Rico, or 
the Philippines, or South or Central Ameri- 
ca, can find private schools and private 
teachers to give them the needed instruc- 
tion. Let them put in a few months with 
an intelligent Cuban family, where they 


will hear no other language spoken, anid 
they will acquire the knowledge that fvill 
fit them to communicate with the ple 


more rvapidly—fifty times over—than/ they 
will from the grammars and phrase bobks in 
the public schools, where Spanisb“will be 
taught badly if taught at all. The most 
thorough course in Spanish literature 
would, after all, only half qualify a man 
or woman for communicating with the 
mass of the people in the late Spanish 
colonies where dialects and provincial 
patois are the rule and literary Spanish the 
exception. 

What the Spanish element in Cuba, 
Porto Rico, and the Philippines, on the 
other hand, will most need is to learn to 
read, write, and speak the English tongue: 
That is already the language of trade and 
commerce throughout a large portion of the 
business world, including that with which 
the late Spanish colonies will be most closely 
identified, and the demand for its use will 
go on increasing more rapidly than ever from 
this time forward. There can be no ob- 
jection, however, to a young man qualify- 
ing himself to engage in business among 
Cubans. Porto Ricans, or Filipinos, if he 
desires to do so, but there is no sufficient 
reason for saddling the cost of it upon our 
nlready overburdened public school system. 
It has been carrying too many “ fads” al- 


ready. 


ALGER IS WILLFULLY BLIND. 

Secretary Alger has visited Camp Wikoff 
and has found nothing there to investigate. 
The sick and dying soldiers have been 
vouchsafed a glimpse of his official person 
and are ready to take up their beds and 
walk. The Secretary can see nothing more 
to correct. On leaving the camp he said: 
“If I should visit it tomorrow‘ night I be- 
lieve I should have no fault whatever to 
find with it.” He has found nobody to 
blame for the needless deaths that have 
taken place there, or for the horrors on the 
hospital transports, or for the lack of food 
and medicines at Santiago, or for the atro- 
cious sanitary conditions at Chickamauga 
and in the other home camps. He admits 
that there have been “ mistakes, grave mis- 
takes,” but says they are “things of thé 
past,” so there is nothing to investigate and 
nobody is to blame. 

The War Secretary's complacent say-so 
will not convince the nation that all the 
deadly errors and abuses in his department 
have been remedied by a day's visit at Mon- 
tauk Point. His failure to see anything 
seriously wrong there or elsewhere is part 
and parcel jof the same willful blindness 
that marked the farcical “ inquiry ” into 
the Seneca and Concho horrors of a month 
or more ago. He is quoted as saying that 
“ investigations will not help matters any.” 
He is right if he refers to the whitewashing 
expeditions of which all his alleged investi- 
gations have thus far consisted. He says 
he investigated the cases of the hospital 
transports thoroughly and found it impossi- 
ble to fix the blame on any responsible 
source. “ We cannot, we do not,” he says, 
“find any army officers at fault, only men 
who are employés of the steamship com- 
panies and whom we cannot hold or tompel 
to answer.” Yet Dr. Reig, the surgeon in 
charge of the Olivette on its last trip from 
Santiago, has this to say: , 

The Olivette was certainly in terrible condition. 
It had more patients than tt should have had. I 
was the only surgeon working and had no medi- 
cines for fever patients. All I could do was to 
let them die. As far as provisions were concerned, 
they were plentiful, but not of the proper kind. 
When we reached Boston many had d@ied of exhaus- 
tion. I do not know who was to blame for load- 
ing the transport in such a manner. 

Were civilian employés to blame for the 
overcrowding of the Olivette? Was it the 
fault of a steamship company that there 
was only one surgeon on board, and that 
he had no.medicines for fever patients? 


‘Was it the fault of somebody beyond Secre- 
' tary Alger’s reaeh that there was no proper 


food on this hospital transport, and that 
many patients died of exhaustion on the 
way or after arriving? The Secretary's 
words are an unworthy subterfuge, The 
parties guilty of the death of Lieutenant 
Tiffany and other patients who died from 
lack 6f proper food and medicines on the 
Olivette are officers under the direct con- 
trol of the Seeretary of War. The same 
shameful negligence or incompetence that 
was glossed over in the ease of the Seneca 
and Concho has continued ever since and 
it exists at the present hour. It is Secro- 
tary Alger’s duty to find out who the de- 
limquents are and to discharge them from 
the service. Instead of that he shields and 


excuses them, or else complaing childishly 


| of them instead of firing them bodily. 
“Tf there has really been any lack of 
food, clothing, beds, tents, or medicines,” 
he is reported as saying, “it has not been 
due to lack of willingness on the part of 
the War départment to furnish them, but 
to the neglect of those who ought to know 
what is needed to order them.” Nothing 
could show better than that sentence how 
utterly incompetent Mr. Alger is for his 
present responsible position. The “ if” that 
begins the sentence is an insult to the dead 
and dying who have suffered from the causes 
named. The complaint about the negligence 


of his subordinates is puerile. The ad- 
mission of such neglect is -an_ in- 
dictment against himself. If he is 


aware of the evil, why does he not weed 
out the delinquents? If he does not know 
who they are and does not care to find out, 
then the blame rests upon him and the 
nation will hold him personally responsible. 


SHERMAN VERSUS ALGER, 

John Sherman has no love for the Secre- 
tary of War. In his memoirs he accused 
that individual of stealing away from him 
Southern delegates to the national conven- 
tion of 1888, and thus destroying Mr. Sher- 
man’s last Presidential hapes. That was an 
unforgivable offense. ‘Therefore it is not 
surprising that now, when his old enemy is 
under fire, Mr. Sherman should rush into 
the fray. It is not unlikely, too, as is inti- 
mated, that he is glad to slap at an adminis- 
tration of which he ceased reluctantly to be 
a part. 

Mr. Sherman states that, assuming there 
ig any truth in the charges that have been 
made, the man responsible for the alleged 
mismanagement should not be in the Cab- 
inet. He says further that the President 
will be compelled to order an investigation 
“in self-defense,” and that if he does not do 
so Congress holds the power to impeach 
the Secretary of Waf and cap inflict a pun- 
ishment that will mean everlasting disgrace 
in ease of conviction.” In that evant “ the 
President would be held equally responsible 
with the Secretary for not having ordered 
an inquiry promptly.” It is clear that the 
ex-Secretary of State does not feel kindly 
towards his old chief. 

This talk about impeachment does not 
amount to much. Civil officers of the gov- 
ernment may be impeached for “ treason, 
bribery, or other high crimes and misde- 
meanors.” Secretary Alger’s shortcomings 
seem to be due to incompetency and ineffi- 
ciency, which are not usually looked on as 
impeachable offenses. But Mr. Sherman is 
right when he calls for an investigation. 
There should be one and it should be search- 
ing. The .War department cannot make 
one which would be satisfactory because it 
and the different bureaus are the subjects 
of serious charges. Congress can investi- 
gate, but it will not be able to begin the 
work before midwinter, and Congressional 
inquiries run on forever. The best time to 
investigate is now, while the subject is 
fresh, witnesses are accessible, and their 
memories are not impaired. 

The President must have the facilities 
for making a thorough inquiry now, not 
through the War department, which is on 
trial, but through other agencies which are 
at his command. Then if he finds that any 
army officers have been at fault he can or- 
der them court-martialed. If any civil offi- 
cers have been negligent or incompetent he 
ean dismiss them. And if he discovers de- 
fects in the army organization which are 
due to the unwillingness which Congress 
has displayed for years to act on any of the 
recommendations made for the purpose of 
making the organization more efficient, he 
should lay the facts before Congress. The 
truth is the entire system is antiquated and 
weak.

MAROUISE DE FONTENOY'S LEPTES.

The announcement contained in the Lon- 
don Official Gazette to the effect that 
Mr. Curzon has been appointed by the crown 
to the office of High Steward and Bailiff of 
the Manor of Northstead has possibly led 
to the impression that Queen Victoria is 

iling honors thick and fast upon Mr. Joe 

iter’s brother-in-law, and that he would 
be expected to hold this High Stewardship 
of a royal manor in co pn with bis 
Viceroyalty of India. 

This, however, is not the case. He will 
only hold the Stewardshtp in question fora 
few days, possibly until he ds officially ga- 
zetted as Viceroy. For the present he is 
only nominated as the successor of Lord 
Elgin, when the latter retires from the Vice- 
royalty at the end of the presem year. 

This being the case Mr. Curzon could not 
use the Viceroyalty as a reason for the 
termination of his connection with the House 
of Commons, 

Few people are aware that according toa 
statute enacted nearly three centuries ago 
@ man, after he is duly elected, cannot re- 
sign his seat in the House of Commons, 
Death, expulsion, or legal disqualifications 
are the only means by which a seat in Par- 
Mament can be vacated. : 

This statute was to a certain extent modi- 
fied during the reign of Queen Anne, when 
it was enacted that every member of Parlia- 
ment accepting an office from the crown, 
whether in the Cabinet orinany other 
branch of the administration, should ipse 
facto vacate his seat, being, of course, at 
liberty to submit himself to reélection. 

Among these offices are those of royal 
stewards or “honors’’ or hundreds,” 
whose duty it was originally to account to 
the Exchequer for the revenues of the 
balliwicks, and to collect the taxes in the 
districts of crown lands intrusted to their 
charge. 

The steward, however, no longer has any 
duties to perform, and the office has been re- 
tained solely with the object of enabling 
members to vacate their seats. 

When a legislator desires from one rea- 
son or another to abandon his seat in the 
House of,Commons before the expiration of 
his mandate from his constituents he 
straightway applies to the crown for the 
appointment as Royal Steward, either of 
the Chiltern Hundreds (situated in the 
Coumty of Bucks), or of the Manor of North- 
stead in Yorkshire. This is usually con- 
ceded without delay, and by its acceptance 
he becomes ipse facto deprived of his seat 
in the House. ' | 


Had Mr. Curzon been already officially 
gazetted as’ Viceroy, and definitely appoint- 
ed, of course, he would not have been com- 
pelled to resort to this species of trickery 
in order to secure relief from his legislative 
duties, and release from his obligations to 
his constituents. But, as stated above, he 
is at present merely nominated to the Vice- 
royalty, and not yet appointed. 

I may add that more than one Nationalist 
member of Parliament has got into trouble 
with his countrymen in Ireland owing to 
the announcement reaching them that he 
had “applied for’’ and accepted’ from 
the crown “ the Royal Stéwardship of the 
Chiltern Hundreds.”” They immediately 
took it for granted that he had been won 
over to betray the cause of Erin by the gift 
of a lucrative government office, and de- 
nounced him as a traitor until he was able, 
always with difficulty, to make clear to 
them the true circumstances of the case. 


The newspapers on both sides of the At- 
lantic have of late been recalling into life 
the old story current and thoroughly ex- 
plotted some ten years ago, to the effect that 
the French Prince Imperial, who was killed 
in Zululand, had left an illegitimate son by 
an Englishwoman, a Miss Charlotte Wat- 
kins, and the fairy tale has now been still 
further embellished by an assertion that the 
Empress Eugenié had not only adopted this 
boy of her son, but that her six months’ 
stay in Paris, which has just been brought 
to a close, has been solely for the purpose 
of superintending his studies, and being 
near him when he took his “‘ baccalaureate 
or scholastic degree. 

There are several fatal objections to these 
stories. In the first place, the Empress was 
at Paris solely for medical treatment at the 
hands of Dr. Robin, the famous specialist, 
for rheumatic complaints, to which she isa 
martyr, and did not reside on the banks of 
the Seine for the purpose of being with an 
altogether imaginary grandson. 

Secondly, as pointed out at the time when 
the intimacy which had undoubtediy existed 
between the Prince Imperial and the Wat- 
kins girl was first exploited in the press, the 
boy to whom she gave birth, and whom she 
attempted to foist upon the Empress as a 
grandson, wes born on July 21, 1880, was 
baptized at the Roman Catholic church in 
Maiden lane, London, on May 8, 1881, and 
was declared by the mother in both certifi- 
cates to be the offspring of her marriage 
with a certain Mr. Kelly, whom she had 
married about a year previously. 

Now, the Prince Imperial of France sailed 
from England for South Africa in the winter 
of 1879, and was “killed on the first day of 
June following in Zululand. That is to say, 
he must have parted from the girl, who was 
a barber’s daughter, some seventeen months 
before the birth of her son, and met with his 
death more than thirteen months prior to 
that date. 

This disposes, it seems to me, In a satis- 
factory way of the romance which has been 
woven avound the intimacy of the young 
Prince with the barber’s daughter, and may 
likewise account for the reason why the 
Empress, as well as the generous and kind- 
hearted Princess Mathilde Bonaparte, have 
always refused to do anything either for the 
lad, whose name is Charles Philip Kelly, or 
for his mother, who has made all the cap- 
ital that she can out of a series of love let- 
ters which she received from the Prince 
Imperial, and which were published some ten 
years ago in fac-simile in the volume en- 
titled *‘ Le Prince Imperial,” by the late 
Count d’Herisson. 

Some months ago I descrihed in these col- 
umns the arrest at Dijon, in France, on a 
charge of burglary, of Baron Henri de Fal- 
guire, member of one of the oldest and best 
known houses of the aristocracy in the 
south of France. He had married a daugh- 
ter of one of the richest bankers of Dijon, 
but had been deserted by her in consequence 
of his insane extravagance and brutality. 

At his wits’ end to obtain money, he re- 
sorted to crime for the purpose, and was 
captured while carrying off a quantity of 
silver plates from the residence of M. Fon- 
taine, one of the principal government offi- 
cials at Dijon. 

He had a confederate of the name of De . 
Bastard, of as ancient and distinguished 
epg ag himself, who was arrested with 

m. 


Last week, when the case came up for 
trial, only De Bastard was placed in the 
prisoner’s dock, and the prison authorities 
announced that Baron de Falguiere had 
committed guicide a few hours previously 
by hanging himself with a towel to the iron 
bars of the window of his cell. 


The glamor and romance with which the 
approaching pilgrimage of the Emperor and 
Empress of Germany to the Holy Land has 
until now been invested, and which has led 
to the Kaiser being described as a “ pictur- 
esque and. knightly figure,” traveling in 

picturesque lands, redolent with memories 
of medieval chivalry,” are somewhat 
knocked on the head by the announcement 
that the Cook’s tourist agency has been in- 
trusted with’ the arrangements of the im- 
perial trip to Palestine and Egypt.

_ SOON TO WEAR A CROWN. 


Beautiful and Impressive Ceremonies. at The Hague on 
Wednesday of This Week Will Mark the Placing of a 


Royal Diadem on Wilhelmina’s Head. 


TESTIMONIAL FROM CHICAGO HOLLAND SOCIETY. 


[THIN the coming week a jolly 
holiday rests in store for the thrifty 
people of the Netherlands. At the 
rising of the sun on Aug. 31 cathe- 
dral bells will peal out their merriest 
chimes and the imperial standard of the 
Dutch will wave and flutter from every flag- 
staff and windmill throughout ghe lowlands. 
In great commercial cities li The Hague 
and Amsterdam shops wiii close and the 
people will give themselves over to a season 
of merrymaking, while in the rural places 
tables will be spread under the lindens and 
the peasants will drain great cups of schie- 
dam to the future health and happiness ofa 
new sovereign. | 
For on that day—the last day of August— 
little Wilhelmina, as she has always been 
affectionately called by her Joyal subjects, 
will be 18 yearsofage. And morethan that, 
since she has reached the years when, ac- 
cording to Dutch law, she is deemed compe- 
- tent to be the mistress of her own affairs, 
little Wilhelmina, little no longer, but a 
beautiful, dignified young woman, will place 
the royal diadem of Holland on her brow 
and will be proclaimed Queen. Queen she 
has-been by courtesy of her subjects even 
when in democratic fashion she has romped 
with the children of Nobody-knows-who in 
the streets of Amsterdam, but now she is to 
be Queen in all that the title’implies. 


Will Be a Brilliant Affair. 


The coronation is to be a momentous occa- 
sion and an event which will be a part of the 
-fature history of Europe. _All the dignitaries 
wand great lights of the kingdom will be pres- 
ent. Every crowned head with whom the 
Netherlands enjoys diplomatic relations has 
been invited to the solemn ceremony. They 
will mot atten@ in person, but each will be 
represénted by some ome whose rank is less 
than Queen. The Presidents of the repub- 
lics are also invited, and they wil! be fitting- 
ly represented. And not the least interest- 
ing feature of the occasion—neither for 
Queen Wilhelmina mor the others—will be 
the presentation of a memorial ané address 
from the Hollam@ society of Chicago. The 
Holland society is compose@ of men and 
women of this Western metropolis who are 
broad and loyal etiough not to forget their 
ancient Dutch limeagé fn thé midst of the 
activity and bustling business life of their 
adopted nation. 

The coronation of Queen Wilhelmina is an 
iateresting incident in the never-ending 
game of royalty that each succeed@ing year 
brings about in Europe. While, from a polit- 
4eal point.of view, it may not be such a 
momentous affair as the coronation of the 
Cuar of Russia at Moscow, yet it embraces 
some interesting features which were absént 
fa the other. Queen Wilheimina does not 
step upon the throne as a herald of martial 
Slory and despotic force. A mighty enipire 

does not bow in. awe at her sovereign author- 

ity. On the contrary she assumes the titles 
of her ancestors, a sweet and maidenly girl, 
modest and tender hearted, loved by royalty 
and thecommon people alike, a splendid ex- 
ampleof what common sense domestic train- 
ing an@-motherly love can accomplish even 
in @ palace. When she places the crown of 
the Netherlands on her brow 6,000 white 
pigeons will be liberated to carry the tidings 
to all parts of her kingdom—veritable white- 
Winged messengers of love and joy. And if 
the truth were known, the young Queen is 
more interested in these, her favorite birds, 
than she is in the elaborate preparations 
Which are being made in her honor. 


Popular with Her People. 

In many ways Queen Wilhelmina is still 
Only a child. Her subjects love to regard 
her as such, and they will continue to do so 
until she chooses a husband. Already there 
are many suitors for her hand—not numeri- 
cally many, for few can aspire to marry a 
Queen—but enough to keep constantly alive 
Tumors that she has singled out a husband 
among the scions of royal houses in Europe. 
So far such rumors have proved mere idle 
talk, for Wilhelmina declares that she is in 
no hurry to marry, but that when she does 
she will choose her own husband, and that 
Marriage in her case will spring from the 
heart and not the head. 

Aliayugh the Queen’s birthday falls on 
Aug. $1, the coronation will not take place 
unth the following week, Sept. 6.

King William III.’s Romance. 


After he had wasted all his money and 
wrecked his health in riotous living, and 
after his unprincipled escapades had sent 
his wife, heartbroken and childless, to the 
grave, King William III. suddenly under- 
went a change. To the surprise of every- 
body, and to the disgust of not a few, he fell 
‘{n love—love ‘seriously and honestly. The 
object of this love was Princess Helen of 
Woldeck-Pyrmont, now the widowed Duch- 
ess of Albany. She was nearly 40 years his 
junior, a radiant beauty, and a reigning 
belle in the gdy European capitals. She was 
ambitious, too, but not ambitious enough to 
aspire even to a throne as the consort 0 
such’a notorious old monarch, so she laughe 
her royal suitor to scorn. Then came a ro- 
mance. Listening one day, old King Will- 
iam heard a conversation between the Prin- 
cess Helen and her younger sister Emma. 
Woman fashion, they were discussing their 
love affairs. Finally Emma, reproaching 
the elder for casting aside such a great op- 
portunity, extlaimed: ‘‘I should never re- 
fuse to become a Quéen.”’ 

The remark set the old roué monarch to 
thinking. Emma was-certainly as beautiful 
as her sister, and she would surely make a 
gracious Queen. He made up his mind 
quickly and asked for her hand. Princess 


Emma, true to her word, a¢écepted, and be- 


came the Queen of Holland. All the world 
has marveled at her splendid devotion dur- 
ing the dark hours of Ker married life—how 
she nursed the sick and semi-insane old King 
through years of tedious fllness until the 
end came. 


Birth of the Young Queen. 

A year after the marriage little Wilhe!Im- 
ina was born, and now the child of this: 
strange union is to be crowned amid all the 
good wishes of Europe. Few among the roy- 
alty of Europe have become better known, 
and none haye more generally endesred 
themselves to all classes of people than has 
Hcliand’s little Queen. 

The birthday celebraticn will take place 
in the reyal palace dt The Hague. The dem- 


ocratic epirit of the household will be again 


in evidence, and beyond the usual court ob- 
servances it will be a family affair. On 
Sept. 5 the Queen and her mother will pro- 
ceed to Amsterdam, where the coronation 
will take place amid all the pomp and cir- 
cumstance that the people of the Nether- 
lands can ter. Chimes will ring at 7 
o’clock in the morning from every church 
in Holland’s staid capital city, and at 11 
o’clock the coronation ceremony will begin 
at the Nieuwe Kirk. The church is not an 
imposing structure such as would seem fit- 
ting for the coronation of a sovereign. Its 
auditorium is hardly targer than the chapel 
of the Kremlin at Moscow, where Czar 
Nicholas was crowned. In it will bs crowded 
the members of the judicial and legislative 
houses of the Netherlands, in accordance 
with the dictates of Dutch law. The Min- 
isters cf state will be there, and also the 
immediate relatives of the Queen But the 
great public will be obliged to wait vutside

Description of the Ceremony. 
The coronation ceremonies themselves wil) 
be extremely simple. The following is the 
oath which the Queen will take: “ I swear to 
the Dutch people that I will observe and al- 
ways maintain the constitution. I swear 


that I will defend and guard with all my 
power the independence rgtd the territory of 


the empire; that I will protect public and 
private liberty and the rights of all my sub- 
jects, and that I will use every means con- 
fided to me by the law to foster and uphold 
the national and individual well-being asa 
g0od Queen should do. And may God help 
me.’’ Then comes the enthronization at the 


hands of the States General, whose oath, 


taken first by the President and then by each 
member individually, closes the ceremony. 

Then the great public will have its turn. 
There will be imposing pageants and merry- 
making. The 6,000 carrier pigeons will be 
released and will flutter off to their vari- 
ous homes, proclaiming that Holland has a 
new Queen. 

The next day will be given over to festi- 
vals and more merry-making. The Queen 
will be serenaded by the united choral so- 
cleties, of which Holland boasts many, and 
which should be a fine spectacle both for the 
eye and the ear. Then she will lend her 
presence to a great popular demonstration 
in the Ryx Museum. 

After that she will witness an allegorical 
and historical procession illustrating the his- 
tory of Holland from the great war of inde- 
pendence down to the nineteenth century. 
‘The day will close with a grand water carni- 
val on the harbor and canals, particularly 
intended to please the children: There will 
be more days of this sort of thing, enough 
to tire even a girl Queen, and Wilhelmina 


will be heartily glad to get back to her own © 
‘apartments in the palace at The Hague. 


Wilhelmina’s Home Life. 


There are many reasons why Queen Wil- 
helmina is so much loved by her subjects. 
Her mother’s*character is in part responsi- 
ble, for the latter has always been a per- 
sonage of profound aspect. From the 
time little Wilhelmina was born her train- 
ing has been quite unlike that of other sov- 
ereign Princesses in Europe. Her teachers 
were instructed to treat her as they would 
any child of less distinguished parent- 
age. No one has been permitted to address 
her as “ your Royal Highness,’”’ and when 
she failed in her studies she was punished 
much the same as other dilatory girls. 


| 


As a child Wilhelmina’s first governess 
was a French woman, Mile. Siotard, and 
she spoke entirely in the French language 
until she was 4 years old. Then she learned 
other languages, but, strangely enough, 
never German, her father having a horror 
of all Germans. Miss Winter, an English 
lady, then replaced Mile. Siotard, and all 
lessons given by the various professors were 
always delivered in the presence of Miss 
Winter, whg had absolute authority. 


It was this English governess who told the 
girl Queen, in order to punish her,.to draw 
a large map of Europe. Wilhelmina obeyed 
orders and stuck to her task bravely. Miss 
Winter then sent for her ward and told her 
to bring the map along with her. 

“ But where is England,’’ asked the Eng- 
lish governess, ‘‘and why have you made 
Holland so disproportionately large com- 
pared with the other countries of Europe?” 

Queen Wilhelmina did not answer. . She 
had extended Holland away out into the 
German ocean, so as to make her own coun- 
try as big as Prussia, while.Great Britain 
was represented by a little black speck or 
two in the midst of a yellow London fog. 
The governess laughed, and the map is un- 
doubtedly held by her asa priceless treasure. 

It was always the aim’ of the Queen Re- 
gent to instill in Queen Wilhelmina habits 
of frugality and economy, and the young 
woman has profited well by those lessons. 
She was given a weekly allowance and was 
compelled to render a weekly account of how 
she used the money. She had to buy Christ- 
mas presents for many relatives and the 
children of the court officers, and when her 
ecanty pocketbook did. not suffice she bought 
the embroidery materials and worsteds and 
made the gifts with her own fingers. Per- 
haps they did not show the skill of the ones 
bought in the shops, but they possess a value 
to the present owners which exceeds manu- 
factured articles a hundred fold. 

In the matter of the little Queen’s toys, 
she was always taught to be saving and 


‘generous, and to give the articles for which 
1 she had no further use to children’s hos- 


pitals. She often : personally distributed 
these toys among the children less fortunate 


‘It naturally follows that Holland under her 


than herself, and they passed from her pos- 
session always with the parting injunction, 
*“ Take good care of it.”” Many an humble 
home in Amsterdam contains a priceless 
treasure—a cast-off doll or other toy, once 
the property of Queen Wilhelmina. 


Preparations for Her Rule. 


With all her domestic, girlish qualities, 
Queen Wilhelmina has not neglecteg 
preparation which will qualify her to bh 
wisely and well over the affairs of her king- 
dom. She has watched the political machin- 
ery of the other nations of Europe and is 
growing more and more to be a close stu- 
dent of public affairs. She has interested 
hergelf in the army and navy of her own 
kingdom and has fashioned with her own 
fingers the knots and decorations which 
adorn the breasts of some of her Generals. 

It is a matter of great concern with her 
subjects that Queen Wilhelmina quickly 
choose a husband. The reason is purely po- 
litical. In case she should die without an 
heir the crown, according to the constitution 
of the Netherlands, would devolve on the 
septuagenarian Grand Duchess of Saxe- 
Weimar-Eisenbach or her descendants. 
Her husband is Prussian to the core, and as 
such is regarded as among the main pillars 
of the German Empire. Indeed, none of the 
petty sovereigns who form the federation 
known as the German Empire possesses a 
more commanding and predommMmant influ- 
ence on the national affairs of Germany 
than does the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar.

In Illinois, for example, there are at the 
present time 358,063 bachelors of 20 years 
and upwards, while the number of spinsters 
in that State is 197,904. Between the ages 
of 20 and 24 there are 171,813 bachelors and 
109,511 maidens. Between 25 and 29 there 
are 88,042 bachelors and 42,575 spinsters. 
Between 30 and 34 there are 42,459 bachelors 
and 19,121 spinsters. Between 835 and 44 
there are 33,815 bachelors and 15,379 maidens. 
Between 45 and 54 there are 13,291 bachelors 
and 6,434 spinsters. Between 55 and 64 there 
are 5,451 bachelors and 2,830 maidens, From 
65 years upward there are 3,165 bachelors 
and 1,954 spinsters. It will be observed that 
the bachelors in Illinois outnumber the un- 
married women by 80 per cent. 

Now, it appears from the Old Maids’ Chart 
and the figures accompanying it that people 


generally have been greatly mistaken in 


their notion that there is an enormous sur- 
plus of unmarried women in this country. 
The truth is that no such excess of spinsters 
exists; in fact, it is quite the other way, the 
bachelors outnumbering the “maidens. At 
the present moment there are in the United 
States 2,200,000 more unattached males than 
females similarly situated, the exact figures 
being 5,427,767 bachelors against 8,224,404 
spinsters, of ages from 20 years up. Thusit 
is obvious that if girls do not find husbands 
it ig not for lack of a plentiful supply of 
the article. What is required seemingly fsa 
general migration of spinsters from the 
North and East to the great and growing 
West, in parts of which there are ten avyail- 
able males for every languishing maid. | 


Maids in the Minority. 


From the last remark, however, it must 
not be inferred that there is actually an ex- 
cess of unmarried wont®n in the Northern 
and Eastern States. Even in those parts of 
the country there are more bachelors than 
spinsters 20 years old and upward, notwith- 
standing the theory to the contrary so wide- 
ly accepted. No State in the union has as 
many maidens as bachelors—not even Mas- 
sachusetts, where the figures are 219,255 
spinsters against 226,085 bachelors. Massa- 
chusetts is the banner State for spinsters, 
the bachelors outnumbering them by only 
two-tenths of 1 per cent. Next comes 
Rhode Island, where the excess of bachelors 
is 2 per cent. The excess of bachelors in the 
District of Columbia is 8 per cent, in North 
Carolina 9 per cent, in New Hampshire 9 
per cent, in Connecticut 20 per cent, in Maine 
87 per cent, and in Vermont 54 per cent. In 
Maryland the bachelor surplus is 19 per cent, 
in New Jersey it is 22 per cent, in New York 
it is 26 per cent, and in Virginia it Is 22 per 
cent. All of these are low percentage States, 
so far as the superiority of bachelors in point 
of numbers is concerned. — 

A giance at the Old Maids’ Chart shows 
some surprising facts about surplus bach- 
¢lors in some parts of the country. Idaho 
takes the lead as a desirable place of resi- 
dence for women who want husbands, that 
State having 1,000 per cent more bachelors 
than spinsters. The exact figures ard 16,584 
single men, against 1,426 single women, 20 
years old and upwards. Wyoming is a close 
second, with an excess of 993 per cent, the 
figures being 16,183 bachelors against 1,487 
maidens. Arizona is next, with a surplus of 
931 per cent, the figures being 13,649 against 
1,326. Washington has an excess of 777 per 
cent in Bachelors, the figures being 80,537 

+ 9,181. Nevada is a good fifth, with a 
surplus of 678 per cent of unattached males, 
the figures being 12,175 against 1,627. It will 
be understood that no widowers are included 
in any of these statements,

MOVED BY THE WAR. 


The government is taking a step to im- 
prove the supply of British seamen in the 
mercantile marine. It is proposed to intro- 
duce a clause in the merchant shipping bill 
by which every ship carrying boys in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Board of 
Trade shall be paid for so doing, the money 
being found by a partial remission of the 
light dues. Mr. Ritchie says that if all the 
vessels now paying light dues came under 
the operation of the bill they would carry 
some 15,000 more boys than at present. In 
view of the manifest superiority of the 
Anglo- on seaman, as proved by the 
events of the Hitspano-American war, it may 
be hoped that British shipowners will sup- 
port the scheme, which is quite optional, as 
the clause is not compulsory.

CCORDING to the London Sketch a 
queer and unfortunate mistake wag 
made in the statue to Maupassant 
erected a few months ago in the 

Pare Monceau in Paris. The sculp- 
tor seems to have worked for the immediate 
present and negiected the future in a most 
surprising way. The recumbent female fig- 
ure at the base of the monument, clad in gar- 
ments that were fashionable so long ago as 
last year, appears to the few women who 
still step aside from the main path to gaze 
for a few seconds on the features of the man 
who knew their sex so well to be a hopeless 
anachronism; and the worst of it is, it is 
this figure that principally attracts the eye, 
This is a pity. Though he passed like a@ 
brilliant meteor through the sky of litera- 
ture, Maupassant deserves, and will cer- 
tainly be accorded, a permanent and honor- 
able niche in the temple of fame. Facile 
as his pen seemed in the brief heyday of his 
celebrity, the facility was acquired, not nat- 
ural. It was the result of constant, unre- 
mitt:ng striving after perfection. Every 
useless and banal phrase, word, and even 
sylisble was carefully weeded out, the re- 
sult being that his style became a model of 
condensed power probably never excelled. 
Much as has been penned regarding Mau- 
passant, the true story of his existence has 
still to be written. Towards the close of his 
career, before the final engulfment of his 
intellect, he fell a prey to the bright glances 
of a beautiful serpent in woman's form: and 
perhaps the saddest feature of the case was 
that he, who had so long been the scathing 
satirist of contemporary follies, became 
himself transformed into a humble slave 
of the tailor and the bootmaker, and a jeer- 
ing world was given the pitiful spectacle of 
a Maupassant placing his supreme happiness 
in the fit and buttoning of a coat or the form 
of his foot covering. 

N° wonder Maupassant was popular with 
women. He understood and sympathized 
with all their most intimate weaknesses and 
hidden aspirations.

INDIANS OF ALL KINDS. 


Burbank Caught Them on Their 
Own Camp Ground. 


TRADITIONS AND FOLK LORE. 


y Indian tniefs, like other potentates, 
had their court painters, the appoint- 
ment would certainly go to E. A. Bur- 
bank, the Chicago artist. He has just 
returned to this city after spending near- 
ly a year among scattered tribes, with some 
eighty heads of chiefs, squaws, medicine 
men—on canvas only—and a freight load of 
gouvenirs in the shape of Nayajo blankets, 
beadwork, basketwork, pottery, feather 
neaddresses, and aboriginal gods. This was 
not his first nor his second visit to the na- 
¢ion’s wards. At one time or another he has 
ted Rain-in-the-Face, Spotted Horse, 
and nearly all the prominent chiefs still 
‘Yiving. That old blackguard, Geronimo, in- 
yites him to dinner and condescends to put 
his own distinguished autograph upon his 
rtraits, and a child of 7 would print just 
gbout as well. Christian Nai-che, who was 
rightfully the chief of the Apaches until the 
wily medicine man usurped his position, has 
giso been among Burbank’s sitters, and 
carved him a remarkable cane, about which 
twines a green-stained serpent, as a trifling 
token of esteem. Court painters across the 
ocean get jeweled canes fromroyalty. How 
would one of them like having his pictures 
‘ gttributed to art magic, and himself sus- 
ted of witchcraft? That is what hap- 
ned to Burbank among the Zunis, who be- 
lieve it a righteous act to kill witches. 


Make Model Models. 


“Indians are fine models,”” said the 
‘artist. “‘They don’t know what nerves 
are. They sit as if petrified. I hada little 
clock that struck the half houre, and my sit- 
tere soon learned that they could rest when- 
ever it sounded. Between times they sat 
as if carved from stone.

Indian as a God of Rain. 
“Who was my most interesting sitter?

When they play the 
part of a god or katcina they: believe them- 
selves possessed by his spirit.

He sent 
way to the San Francisco Mountains, 200 
miles off, for the pine garlands about his 
waist. The green mask of the katcina cut 
out in steps is a conventionalization of the 
cumulus clouds; the stripes of colon across 
it means rainbows. Everything is symbolic 
in their ceremonies. The snake dancers 
have their faces painted part white and part 
black to symbolize purity andimpurity. One 
of the chief men cerrtes a bow with long 
fringes, which stand for the dripping of 
rain. When he fastens that up at the en- 
trance to the kiva it means that none but 
the elect may go in under sérious penalties. 
‘When I had finished Qh-bah’s picture 
he removed the eagle plumés ahd corn tufts 
one by one from his mask; then he waved 
it over his head, asked mé to kneel with 
him while he said a little prayer, and scat- 
tered sacred meal. Then we ‘went out of 
doors and he waved it /over his head again 
and held ‘it toward the east. Then he told 
me the spirit had now gone back to the San 
Francisco Mountains, 


Dances for All Occasions. 
_ “TI can’t begin to tell you about all their 
ceremonies. There are dances for the chil- 


dance and the corh dance, but nearly every- 
thing relates to rain; that is always of im- 
portance in so dry a country. Dr. Fewkes 
of the Smithsonian Institution and I were, I 
suppose, the only white men who have seen 
the Soyaluma, the winter solstice dance of 
the Moquis. It°was the strangest thing 
you can imagine. You would not believe 
such a scene possible in America. There 
we were in a kiya or caye, illumined only by 
firelight, across one end-an altar heaped 
with artificial flowers, which the Indians 
make cleverly out of corn husks and wool; 
in the center’a hideous snake's head; before 
it grotesque figures paraged and leaped and 
danced; figures gaudy with paint, bustling 
with feathers -a‘tling with géwgaws, hor- 
rible with monstrous masks devised by a 
savage imagination. 

“One of them wore a complete suit of 
feathers that struck me much. I was in- 
terested enough to ask the next day in a 
mixed company who it was that wore the 
eagle costume. ‘ Kahl-lom-lo-my, no good, 
bad!" murmured the Indians.

FREAKS OF KLONDIKE FORTUNE. 


Good Luck Hard ‘Luck Stories 
Brought Down from Alaskan 


Gold Diggings. 


When Frank Piiscator, who came out of 
the Klondike country with abgut $140,000, 
first went there, not many months ago, he 
staked a claim on El Dorado Creek. At :/ 
time E] Dorado Creek was unstaked, and he 
was the first to try its merits or demerits. 
From the first he struck gold averaging 
from 50 cents to $2.50 a pan, For six days 
he had it all to himself. Miners woul pass 
him and they would say: *‘ How much are 
‘you making?’ and he would reply, truthfully 
enough: ‘QO, from 50 cents to $2.50 a pan.” 
Then they would scoff at him and would say: 
‘If you want to stake a moose pasture, 
you chicaco.(which is Klondike for tender- 
foot), this is all right, but if you want gold, 
you would better go where there is some.” 
Thus it was ‘that the El Dorado diggings 
which have panned out so bountifully were 
opened with a scoff and a sneer from those 
who “ passed by on the other side.”” As for 
Mr. Phiscator, he staid with his claim and 
grew wealthy. For instance, he took $110,- 
Uu0O (royalties included) from claim No. 2 
on El Dorado and $40,000 from claim No. 13 


. Another instance of striking it rich is that 
of D. B. Davidson. He heard somebody say 
that he had seen some signs of gold in drag- 
ging wood downhil) on French Gulch, by 
El Dorado Creek. Hundreds knew of this 
statement, but refused to try their luck in 
French Gulch. Mr. Davidson concluded to 
see what he could do on the indicated spot, 
so he staked out a claim last March, and in 
a short time he had taken out $20,000 and 
sold the claim for $25,000. He secured $25,- 
000 from a claim that many another man 
had refused to have anything to do with. 
But to show how utter a lottery is Klondike 
gold mining, it should be said that after Mr. 
Davidson was successful hundreds of claims 
were staked out on French Gulch, and only 
eight or ten of the hundreds have paid.

tfon of this fact is found in the Pavilion, a 
dance hall which w opened in Dawson 
City a month or two So On the first night 
the management took in $13,000. One man 
spent $3,000 for champagne at $40 a bottle, 
representing a total of seventy-five bottles. 
and one of the girls, who made her money by 
a percentage on the wine she sold, received 
$750 as her first week's salary. But $750 js 
not, in Dawson City, so much as it seems. 
To illustrate, .the.first eggs received there 
last spring sold for $18 a dozen, whi'e lemons 
and oranges. were retailed at $1 to $1.50 
apiece, amd it required $8.50 to buy a two- 
pound can of. butter. But prices were 
higher last winter than they were in the 
spring. For instance, a sack of flour that 
cost $50 to $125 in the winter could be bought 
for $15 even before the first boat came in 
this spring. 
As a general proposition it may not pay 
to get hilariously full, but the case of 
‘Charley Anderson demonstrates that it 
sometimes pays. One night he looked upon 
the wine when it was red, and three of his 
acquaintances took advantage of the oc- 
casion to sell-to him. for $800 a claim which 
they considered worthless. The next morn- 
ing; while his head was still with him, he 
tried to get them to retract the contract, but 
they would not. So, for lack of something 
better to do, he-worked the claim: Tosum it 
all up briefly, he struck it rich, and before 
the goldseekers now in town left the Klon- 
dike he had been offered and refused $750,000 
for the claim for which he paid $800. And ft 
is a solemn thought that he never would 
have secured, this. bonanza .if. he had not 
walked in the broad and easy way which 
leaves one’s head unduly large on the next 
morning. 
Another kind of luck was that of the 
“Lucky Kid,’’ who may have had another 
name, but it has been forgotten. Inthe first 
place, he staked out a‘¢laim on El Dorado, 
grew weary of -working it soon, and sold it 
for $100. It since has yielded to its owner 
more scores or hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars than a person with regard for his repu- 
tation for veracity would like to mention. 
Then the Lucky Kid wentto Bear Creek, 
staked a claim there, and sold it for $6,500.

So Declares Dr. Leyder of Berlin, but 
He Says It May Be Allevi- 
ated. 


hygienic living you cannot eradicate 
your rheumatism, but you can most assured- 
ly so control it that your existence will be 
almost free from its torturing pains.’’ That 
ls what Dr. Leyden of the University of 
Berlin said to an American recently. To 
Dr. Leyden he had gone as the leading au- 
thority on rheumatism in Europe, and after 
having been told by many physicians that 
he must grin and bear his affliction with all 
the philosophy he might, when hope and the 
efficacy of drugs ebbed low, the German's 
opinion seemed almost too good to be true. 

‘We don’t give any medicine in such 
cases as yours,’ said the doctor. ‘‘ What 
you need is diet and exercise, and plenty of 


| both. The rheumatic who lives a sedentary 


life and feasts daintily is bound to come to 
a bad end. Hearty, frequent, well-chosen 
meals and much bustling about in the open 
air are absolute essentials to a cure. The 
prime cause of rheumatism is indigestion, 
and, though you may eat prodigious meals, 
if your stomach does not assimilate what is 
given it you are quite as poorly nourished 


as the man who gets but acrustaday. As 


to what you can and cannot eat here is the 
rule: Of meats you must deny yourself 


‘heavy, dark flesh. Under this head is item- 


ized mutton, venison, goose, and anything 
that is cut off a pig. Devote yourself to 
chicken, lamb, game, sweetbreads, brains, 
and more delicate fish, when simply cooked 
and served without rich sauces. Avoid lob- 
ster and crabs and every fried fish, but en- 
joy oysters and clams. 

‘“*Of vegetables never touch tomatoes, cu- 
cumbers, and all salads that have a vinegar 
dressing, for an inadequate stomach is busy 
manufacturing more powerful acid than the 
system canendure. Eat lightly of potatoes, 
dried beans or peas, and raw omons, but Jet 
yourself indulge freely in green béans and, 
peas, carrots, turnips, and well-cooked 
greens. For all the starch your body needs 
rice {s the proper source of supply. An 
abundance of well-cooked rice is worth all 
the bread and beans and potatoes put to- 
gether. 

‘* Strawberries, raw pears, and raw apples 
are cut off from the rheumatic, however 
wholesome they may be for others, and, 
strangely enough, where grape and orange 
juice will set a man’s joints to throbbing, he 
can help himself safely and freely to lemon 
and Mme juice. A divine healing quality is 
found in the acid of both these fruits. There 
is but one sentence to cover the use of sugar: 
Don’t eat it in any form whatsever. Amer- 
icans make the best sweetmeats in the world 
and suffer most cruelly from their use of 
them. 

*‘ Almost as sweeping a denunciation may 
be made of all liquids save water and milk. 
Beer, claret, port, and champagne act asa 
sort of poison on the rheumatic system, and 
though whisky and brandy, gin and rum are 
not so injurious, if taken sparingly and at 
long intervals, they are best abjured 
and water and milk substituted. In the last 
ten years mineral waters have been con- 


and they are efficacious, chiefly, though, 


an unusual quantity of sweet cleansing 
liquid, 

“I am willing to say that where mineral 
waters are not easily obtained any pure wa- 
ter, taken at the rate of two or three quarts 
a day, has an equally salutary effect on the 
system. It musv be pure, however, and 
filtered, if there are any doubts about its 
cleanliness. This liquid taken slowly in 
smali tumblorfuls, and ror the most part be- 
tween meals, will largely serve the purpose 
of mineral water. Not more than a tumbler- 
ful is wholesome at each meal, and it is best 
not to take the watter just dDefore or after 
eating or on getting tnto bed, 

‘A rheumatic must be nourished, and most 
especially one who has a languid appetite. 
Three meals a day are not enough for such 
a patient. Between breakfast and lunch and 
between lunch and dinner a fresh egg, beaten 
up in sweet, fresh milk, is an excellent stim- 
ulant, more valuable than all the milk 
punches ever devised. All these reasonable 
coursés do not lead to a cure, though, un- 
less exercise that is reguear and never stint- 
ed is taken every day. First of all, don't 
pretend to try for athletics or violent motion 
of any kind, since it is just asinjurious to 
strain the aching limbs as to let them He 
inert. 

‘Por example, when rleumatism attacks 
the knees, to swim, to bicycle, or to play golf 
— overtaxes the tortured nerves and 

uscles, but if you will take a cane and walk 
quietly for a mile or twu, or if the weather is 
dry take your gun and go prowling through 
fieldw and woods in search of game, or, lack- 
ing intérest in that, try to cultivate a taste 
for hunting botanical ur entomologica) spec- 
imens, the exercise then serves as a tonic. 
The main point is to use the muscles regular- 
ly. In wet weather bedroom gymnastics 
serve as an excellent substitute for the more 
intelligent outdoor pleasures, but only in 
wet weather. Care must be taken never to 
exercise so violently that any danger is in- 
curred from cooling off too suddenly. 

“ The average American puts considerable 
faith in bathe, and naturally prefers the 
stimulating cold water. This is well enough 
when the twinges are not severe and the 
joints not swollen. In violent attacks of 
rheumatism it is most essential to avoid cold 
water and substitute a hot daily bath, dis- 
solving in the water a piece of sulphur as 
big as a hen'’s egg. Such a bath may not 
seem so invigorating as the cald water, but 
if taken rapidly, followed by brisk toweling, 
with no sudden after-exposure for an hour 
to any cold air or drafts, the hot dip is as 
bracing as the cold. 

“ Last on the list of aids to the rheumatic 
is massage. It is one of the few rea} aids 
to relief tn severe attacks. Amateur rub- 
bing is often of as great injury as genuine 
help, but a good Swedish masseuse can help 
an invalid over the*hargest places, and really 
help to toneup the s¥stem. A rheumatic 
must, moreover, submit to the unpleasant 
bondage of flannels—not the thick swath- 
ings that the patient American, in his steam- 
heated house, dutifully puts on in October 
and wears until the Ist of June, but close, 
hghtwéight flannels, and in so changing a 
climate as that of the Northern States every 
rheumatic should own several sets of flan- 
nele of various degrees of weight. These 
must be shifted off and on as the thermom- 
eter rises and falis, so that at no time need 
the body be exposed or overclothed, but in- 
variably carefully protected. This is the 
whole tactics of war against rheumatism, 
and it’s thé only way that modern science 
can assume to battle such a dire enemy to 
human well-being.”
